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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 recites the limitation "the second concave portion" in page 1 1 line 
2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made 

in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language.

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S patent number 6,490,436 (Kaiwa et al). 
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Regarding claims 1,10, Kaiwa et al discloses a mobile phone(figures 1-7) 
comprising: a body (10); an engaging member, moveably disposed on the 
body, including a first rib (22) having a first inclined surface; and a battery 
(50), detachably disposed on the body, including a first concave portion 
(70) corresponding to the first rib, wherein the first rib is located in the first 
concave portion, and the battery is lifted by the first inclined surface so as 
to be separated from the body. 

Regarding claims 2 and 11, Kaiwa et al also discloses wherein the 
engaging member further includes a second rib (21), the battery further 
includes a second concave portion (61) corresponding to the second rib, 
and the second rib is located in the second concave portion. 
Regarding claims 3, 4, 12 and 13, Kaiwa et al further shows wherein the 
engaging member further includes a first surface and a second surface, a 
normal vector of the first surface is perpendicular to a moving direction of 
the engaging member, the first rib is formed on the first surface, a normal 
vector of the second surface is parallel with the moving direction of the 
engaging member, and the second rib is formed on the second surface 
and wherein the second rib includes a second inclined surface, a first 
angle is formed between the first inclined surface and the normal vector of 
the second surface, a second angle is formed between the second 
inclined surface and the normal vector of the second surface, and the first 
angle is smaller than the second angle (see figures 6 and 7). 
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Regarding claims 5 and 14, Kaiwa et al also shows wherein the engaging 
member further includes a third surface, and a normal vector of the third 
surface is perpendicular to the moving direction of the engaging member 
(see figures 2 and 3). 

Regarding claims 6 and 15, Kaiwa et al also shows wherein the second 
surface connects the first surface and the third surface (see figures 2 and 

3). 

Regarding claims 7 and 16, Kaiwa et al further shows wherein the first 
surface and the second surface are covered by the battery, and the third 
surface is exposed by the body (see figures 6 and 7). 
Regarding claims 8 and 9, Kaiwa et al also discloses wherein the body 
includes a slot (40) and the battery includes a protrusion corresponding to 
the slot; and wherein the protrusion and the second concave portion are 
formed on opposite sides of the battery (see figures 6 and 7).
